Your RadioShack Razor Blade slides 
around corners on your block or hall- 
ways in your home just like an Olympic 
luger! The driver uses his feet to help 
him slide into spins and turns his head 
to watch where he's going. Built to Ve 
scale, your Razor Blade can reach 
speeds of up to 450 feet per minute. 
The Razor Blade comes in two fre- 
quencies (27 MHz and 49 MHz), so 
you can race with a friend.

IMSTALUNG BATTERIES 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries prompt- 
ly and properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, dif- 
ferent types of batteries (standard, 
alkaline, or rechargeable), or recharge- 
able batteries of different capacities. 

If you do not plan to use the Razor Blade 
for a week or more, remove the batteries 
from both the transmitter and the Razor 
Blade. Batteries can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electronic parts. 

In the T ransmJtter 

The transmitter requires one 9-volt bat- 
tery (not supplied). For the best perfor- 
mance and longest life, we recommend a 
RadioShack alkaline battery. 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the transmitter to 
OFF. 

2. Use a Phillips screwdriver to loosen the 
screw from the battery compartment 
cover and slide the cover in the direc- 
tion of the arrow to remove it. 

3. Place a battery in the compartment 
according to the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the cover and secure it with 
the screw. 

When the transmitter's range decreases, 
replace its battery. 


In The Car 

Your Razor Blade uses 4AA batteries or a 
6V rechargeable battery pack (neither sup- 
plied, available at your local RadioShack 
store) for power. You can use the AA bat- 
teries while the battery pack is charging. 

1. Slide OFF/ON on the bottom of the 
Razor Blade to OFF. 

2. If you are using A A batteries, place 
them in the supplied battery box 
according to the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. Then turn the box 
over so the batteries face in toward 
the Razor Blade and snap it into the 
battery compartment. Then slide the 
box in the direction of arrow. 

If you are using a6V rechargeable bat- 
tery pack, place it in the battery com- 
partment according to the polarity 
symbols (+ and -) marked inside. Then 
slide it in the direction of arrow. 

Note: Be sure to line up the metal con- 
tacts on the battery pack, or battery 
box, with the contacts inside the com- 
partment. 

3. Turn the battery compartment latch to 
lock the compartment. 

DRtVIMG THE RAZOR 
BLADE 

1. Slide ON/OFF to ON. The top button on 
the driver's suit lights. 

2. Fully extend the antenna on the trans- 
mitter and slide OFF/ON on the trans- 
mitter to ON. The indicator on the 
transmitter lights. 

3. Use the transmitter's control levers to 
move and steer the Razor Blade. 

Left Control Lever 

• Push forward to move forward 

• Pull backward to move back 

• Release to stop 
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Right Control Lever 

• Push left to turn left 

• Push right to turn right 

• Release to go straight 

4. When you finish driving the Razor 
Blade, slide OFF/ON on the Razor Blade 
and the transmitter to OFF. 

Wheel Alignment 

If the Razor Blade does not drive in a 
straight line when you release the right 
control lever, adjust the wheel alignment 
control between the front wheels on the 
bottom of the Razor Blade. 

Turn the control toward L if the Razor 
Blade is pulling to the right, or toward R if 
the Razor Blade pulling to the left. 

Helpful Hints 

These hints can help you get the most en- 
joyment from your Razor Blade. 

• Running your Razor Blade continuously 
for long periods generates high heat 
levels. Heat causes wear and tear on 
the motor. To help keep heat levels 
down, when your Razor Blade's battery 
pack dies, let the Razor Blade cool at 
least 10 minutes before installing new 
batteries or a newly charged battery 
pack. 

• If someone uses a CB nearby, it might 
interfere with control of the Razor 
Blade. If this happens, move the Razor 
Blade away from the CB. 

• You cannot operate your Razor Blade 
near devices with transmitters that 
use the same frequency as your Razor 
Blade (27 MHz or 49 MHz). Check your 
Razor Blade's box to see which fre- 
quency it uses. 

• If the Razor Blade moves slowly and 
you just installed a fully charged bat- 


tery pack, check the wheel mechanisms 
for lint, thread, hair, or dust. 

CARE 

Keep the Razor Blade dry; if it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the 
Razor Blade only in normal temperature en- 
vironments. Handle it carefully; do not drop 
it. Keep the Razor Blade away from dust 
and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occa- 
sionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the Razor 
Blade's internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its war- 
ranty and void your FCC authorization to 
operate it. If your Razor Blade is not per- 
forming as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
